liberty. Now, after six years of 
the “stark-wild tragedy of world 
war,” climaxed by the atomic bomb 
wailing “its dirge of doom over 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki,” peace 
has not yet come, he said, adding: 

“The atomic bomb seems to have 
brought but an intermission in the 
tragedy of war—a grim interlude of 
contradictions in our decade of de- 
spair, when atomic rage is mea- 
sured by science, not for the uses 
of peace but for its protection 
against new wars, as with horror 
we read and are loathe to believe 
headline news that spreads afresh 
new terrors, just as six years ago, 
they spun their web of war.” 


Cardinal Spellman ‘ continued: 
“Science fashioned the atomic 
bomb and passed it to you, the 
soldier. Despite the fact that it 
was the weapon that suspended 
over helpless humanity, would be 
more ominous and infinitely more 
sweeping than ever was the Sword 
of Damecles, you in duty accepted 
it; for you believed the inspiring 
principles of the Atlantic Charter 
with its assurance that when vic- 
tory came, force would be aban- 
doned by world disarmament, that 
all men of all lands cduld live out 
their lives in peace and freedom 
from fear.” 


But while the soldier “looks 
yearningly forward to that peace,” 
the Cardinal said, “they who can 
never tear from their memories the 
hurt of war and the price of peace 
are the mothers of the mighty host 
of America’s sons” who “lie be- 
neath the unshaded sands of the 
deserts; deep in the grave of- the 
sea: on reefs beside still waters; in 
cemeteries cross-marked and star- 
studded, landmarks in towns where 
the dead outnumber the living, 
where only yesterday they bravely 
fought and died.” 


The Cardinal read to the veter- 
ans a letter addressed to him by 
Mrs. Stanley Schnelle of Olivia, 
Minn., whose son, Gordon, died. on 
Okinawa. Referring to Cardinal 
Spellman’s poem, “Our Sleeping 
Soldiers,” composed one year ago 
at Okinawa, she wrote: “Archbish- 
op, you went over there. You gave 
comfort to the living, but you did 
not forget those who would never 
come home. You cared, you wrote 
that poem to them and for us and 
I am one that shall never let them 
down. I still see my boy, yes, all 
our boys, plunging on in mud up 
to their hips; boys with their eyes 
on the battle but with their hearts 
back home; boys that mothers’ 
hearts cry out for long after the 
battles are over; boys that sleep 
under the white crosses. God love 
them and God bless you.” 
“That is the prayer of one moth- 
er. That is the spirit of them all,” 
Cardinal Spellman said before read- 
ing a prayer. composed by him for 
the occasion. The prayer follows: 
“God bless us all, who in our hal. 
lowed land ) 
Acknowledge Thee and glory in 
Thy Name 
And Thy redeeming love. 
bless our homes, 
Wherever they may be, in northern 
snows 

Or cradled by the warm winds of 
the south. ; 

And let peace dwell within our

Fathers and Mothers Provincial, 
Father Abbot, and Mother Su- 
perior. Members are recognized 
as “brothers” and “sisters.” 
The. Latin word for Pope is 
“Papa,” and to all of us he is the 
Holy “Father.” He calls his 
Bishops “brothers,” all the faith- 
ful “brethren.” You call your 
priest “father,” because, he does 
for you in a spiritual sense, what 
the “father” of a family does for 
his children in a material sense. 


Isn’t it really unfortunate that 
the father of the family has lost 
his exalted position in our day? 
Isn’t it unfortunate that the 
homes of 10,000,000 of our 
countrymen have been broken 
up, and that father and mother 
have not only been separated 
from each other, but from their 
children? 

The repudiation of ‘parental 
authority has resulted in the re- 
pudiation of all authority, except 
when its recognition is forced by 
the strong arm of the law. 

According to the teaching of 
the Church the mother possesses 
equal dignity with the father; 
although she is destined to fill 
a different role in life from the 
father. It was never intended 


that she should be the bread- 
winner, that both she and father | 
should be away from home most 
of the time, with their children 
in nurseries, orphanages, or 


‘leven in the schools of the com- 


munity. Until modern times, 
even in our own country, it was 
generally assumed that the fa- 
ther of the family should provide 
the financial support, that the 
mother should have care of the 
household, guide and instruct 
the children, rear them as chil- 
dren of God, as little brothers 
and sisters of Jesus Christ. 
The Church never found fault 
with a mother taking an interest 
in social life provided her duties 
to her family were not neglected, 
and provided her sole motive was 


to make the atmosphere of social ‘ 


life safer for her children. 

I hardly need to tell you that 
comparatively few mothers to- 
day seem to love their children 
with the true kind of love. They 
are more interested in the child’s 
material than his spiritual wel- 
fare; in his social than his re- 
ligious contacts. They do not 
worry over the dangers to which 
their children are exposed, dan- 
gers arising from companions 
who were never taught of God, 
places of recreation which cater 
to their lower instincts. They do 
not set their children examples 
of piety, modesty, purity, hon- 
esty, truthfulness, etc. Thev 
transfer their own maternal re- 
sponsibility to the” teacher, and 
then too often do not back the 
teacher.

Tells Boards Of Two 
Colleges To Report On 
Subversive Activities 


Indianapolis, Sept. 
Ralph Gates today pledged he 
would use the full weight of his 
office to stamp out Communistic in- 
fluences in Indiana institutions of 
higher learning. 3 

Governor Gates demanded a full 
investigation when he learned that 
three faculty members at Indiana 
University at Bloomington and one 
at Indiana State Teachers College, 
Terre Haute, had signed a petition 
for the inclusion of Communist 
Party candidates on the 1947 elec- 
tion ballot. 

He ordered the board of trustees 
of the two institutions to give him 
a full report on any and all sub- 
versive activities at the schools, 

Gates revealed that faculty mem- 
bers who signed the petition were 
Barnard C, Gavitt, dean of Indiana 
University Law School, Fowler 
Harper and W. Howard Mann, pro- 
fessors of law at the university, 
and John R. Shannon, professor of 
education at Indiana State. The 
Governor asserted: 

“I believe that no faculty mem- 
ber has the right in his official 
capacity to place his signature on 
any petition that supports Com- 
munism or any other subversive 
influence,

To Gates on Eleventh Avenue 
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Visit To All Catholic Isle In Japan Where Faith 
Has Lived 200 Years, Recounted By Fr. O'Connor 


This is the second of two articles by Father O’Connor, special N.C.W.C. News Ser- 
vice correspondent in the Far East, detailing his visit to the little-known Goto Islands, not 
far from the Japanese mainland, where he found the Faith flourishing and centuries-old 


despite intensive persecutions of the Church in Japan.

Nagasaki, Sept. 9.—There’s an 
all-Catholic Japanese island where 
the faith has been kept alive con- 
tinuously for more than 200 
years, 


We came across it while travel- 
ing in the remote Goto Islands, 
some 60 miles out to sea from the 
Japanese mainland. 


The morning after our arrival] in 
Narushima, one of the central is- 
lands in the group, three weather- 
beaten Japanese fishermen called 
at the church, Bringing in their 
fish from a small island half an 
hour away by motor-boat, they had 
heard about the two Catholic 
priests from America who were 
visiting the mission. The two were 
Maj. Edward J. Lambert of Du- 
buque, Catholic chaplain attached 
to GHQ, Tokyo, and myself. We 
had come out from Nagasaki the 
previous day, making a _ rovwnd- 
about, ten-hour voyage on a little 
Japanese steamer. Father James 
Gruintges, S.V.D..and Father Yano, 
O.M.C., had accompanied us from 
Nagasaki, 

Our three visitors wanted to 
wélcome us in the name of their 
own island of Kazurushima.. They 
were Catholics, they told us, and 
so were all the other people of 
the island. The school teacher, an 
outsider, is the only pagan in their 
midst. The three-man delegation 
brought us a “presento”—a gift of 
two huge live lobsters. 

That afternoon we visited their 
island, using the motor-boat that 
the Mayor of Narushima placed at 
our service. A few minutes after 
we jumpéd to the stony beach, the 
village siren was sounded and ‘all 
Kazurushima put on its best ki- 
mono and hurried to the little 
church to greet us. 

There are 35 families on the 
island, they told us, making a total 
of 220 persons, all Catholics. The 
colony is 230 years old. Back in 
the 18th century, when persecu- 
tion was raging in Japan proper, 
three brothers named Kazuru, who 
were Catholics, fled by boat with 
their families to the Gotos. Dis- 
covering the lonely little island, 
they decided to settle on it and 
the Catholics of Kazurushima 
(“shima” means an island) today 
are their descendants. 

They live by fishing and farm- 
ing. Red snapper and lobster are 
their chief catches. They cultivate 
the steep, terraced hillside rising 
from the beach, making sweet po- 
tatoes their staple crop. 

“Is anybody sick on the island?” 
I asked. 


“Nobody,” they told me. 

“Any policeman on the island?" 

“No.” 

Outsiders are brought into the 
community by marriage, but they 


, 

There is a civil headman in the 
village and also a leader for re- 
ligious activities. Two catechists, 
a man and a woman, give religious 
instruction to the children. Father 
Yamaguchi comes a few times a 
year to. celebrate Mass in their 
church, built some decades ago 
under the leadership of a French 
missionary. Normally the islanders 
can go over to Narushtma by boat 
for Sunday Mass. They are proud 
of thes fact that one of the island 
girls is a Trappistine nun. She 
entered the convent in Hokkaido, 
in northern Japan. 


We promised to come back next 
morning for Mass. They were de- 
lighted and insisted on sending 
their best boat for ts. 


It was a stormy morning, and the 
islanders had given up hope when 
at length our sturdy boat appear- 
ed through the curtain of gale- 
driven rain. Once more the siren 
sounded, and the little church filled 
up. Father Lambert offered the 
Mass for the intentions of the peo- 
ple, whose fervor and friendliness 
had impressed us. We both ad- 
dressed them, congratulating them 
on the treasure they possess in the 
Faith. Father Gruintges and Fa- 
ther Yano did the translating, 


Men, women and children, the 
islanders stood on the beach in the 
wind and rain, waving goodbye to 
us until we Were out of sight. 


Our stay in the Gotos pave 
some of the islanders their first 
chance to see American uniforms. 
Only a few U.S. Army patrols had 
visited these out-of-the-way is- 
lands since the end of the war. 
The local] civil authorities joined 
the Catholics in welcoming us. It

London Catholics 
Set Up Marriage 
Advisory Council 


Strive To Check Divorce, 
Put Family Life On 
More Permanent Basis 


Lendon, Sept. 9—(NC)—Cath- 
olic authorities in the London area 
have set up a Catholic Marriage 
Advisory ag under the presi- 
dency of His Eminence Bernard 
Cardinal Griffin, Archbishop of 
Westminster. 

The Council’s center, where ex- 
pert advice and help in the spir- 
itual, moral and physical problems 
of marriage will be available to 
all Catholics, has been opened in 
Parliament street in the shadow of 
the Houses of Parliament. 


_A panel of consultants, a}] mar- 
ried people, will give every help 
to troubled husbands and wives, 
and later, it is hoped, to- people 
about to marry. Centers are also 
being planned for other cities while 
priests, doctors, lawyers, ecolo- 
gists, psychiatrists are being en- 
rolled to help. 

_ Believing that the bi? great ma- 
jority of marriages which go on 
the rocks can be saved and made 
happy the organizers wish to set 
up a permanent agency among 
Catholics to restore family life 
throughout the nation which is rap- 
idly succumbing to the habit of 
unstable marriage and easy di- 
vorce, 

In the Law Courts in central 
London one judge handed down 
1,317 divorce decrees in three min- 
utes; 15,000 divorces have been 
granted in London so far this year, 
almost equalling the total for the 
whole of 1945; judges have had to 
give up or curtail their vacation 
to deal with the accumulating pile 
of on divorces, the organizers 
note. 

A new legal order, they point 
out, has been introduced reducing 
the period between the decree nisi 
and the decree absolute for divorces 
from six months to six weeks; leg- 
islation is now being considered to 
cut out the interim period alto- 
ether and allow the decree abso- 
ute to be granted tmmediately in 
a British court. 

The Catholic Marriage Advisory 
Council is under the patronage of 
the Holy Family and St. Thomas 
More, Britain’s last Catholic Chan- 
cellor, who publicly challenged 
King Henry VIII's first divorce and 
died a martyr. The Westminster 
centre is being consecrated to the 
Sacred Heart.

Fundamental Law 
Notre Dame President 


Addresses 50th Meet 
Of Bar Association 


Notre Dame—The “fundamental, 
inevitable relationship existing be- 
tween God and all real law” is 
being challenged today by material- 
ism, which denies God and moral- 
ity, the Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, 
C.S.C., President of the University 
of Notre Dame, said here Sept 6 at 
the opening of the 50th Anniver- 
sary Meeting of the Indiana State 
Bar Association, 

Notre Dame was host to the 
meeting, which was being attended 
by hundreds of delegates—leading 
attorneys and state, county and 
municipal officials from all parts of 
Indiana. 

“IT think,” Father Cavanaugh 
said, “that the challenge is pre- 
sented dramatically in the hectic 
meetings.of the United Nations or- 
ganization, where God is arbitrar- 
ily shut out and another base is 
sought, for some reason or other, 
as a foundation of government and 
law. 

“I think that challenge strikes, 
too, at the essence of Americanism, 
if it is true that the essence of 
Americanism is expressed in the 
Declaration of Independence. For 
it seems clear that the Declaration 
of Indepéndence assumes three 
fundamental truths: That there is 
a God, the creator of man: that al] 
men are endowed by God with cer- 
tain unalienable rights: that the 
whole reason for government is to 
protect these rights of men. 

“A new and strange philosophy 
challenges this fundamental Amer- 
fjeanism. This new and strange 
philosophy contends that there is 
no God; that the so-called rights 
are based on the so-called Nature] 
Law, and this so-called Natural 
Law is but a myth; that men are 
mere servants and instruments of 
government, rather than the other 
Way around... .” 

Father Cavanaugh went on to 
tell of the results of a special dis- 
cussion group of Notre Dame law 
students, who were organized 
several months ago, he declared, 
“to restudy, by reason alone, the 
traditional bases of government 
and law.” 

“Four questions,” he said, “were 
examined: Is there a supreme pur- 
pose in man’s life to which all 
other purposes should be subordi- 
nated; and if there is, what is this 
supreme purpose? Why do men of 
ali ages and areas of the world 
form into communities? Is it true 
that justice must rule the relation- 
ships among men? Is law an ex- 
pression of justice? 

“For the reexamination of these 
four questions, Plato, Aristotle, St. 
Thomas Aquinas, Looke, Machia- 
velli and Blackstone were selected. 
It was-found that the supreme end 
of men is happiness which consists 
in the excellent operation of the 
intellect and will—the faculties 
which make a man a man; that be- 
cause man must depend upon his 
fellow men for food, clothing, pro- 
tection, and for social and intellec. 
tual completeness, he gathers with 
ether men into communities; that 
there ig no other adequate principle 
of order in communities besides 

stice; and, finally, that law is 

th an expression of justice and 
the necessary means of maintain- 
ing it. 

“You gentlemen might be inter- 
ested to know that modern, fast- 
living young college men, instead 
of finding Plato, Aristotle, Thomas 
Aquinas, and Blackstone dull, stale, 
and unprofitable, on the contrary, 
voted at the end of the year that 
their experience with these old 
classics was the most eventful and 
stimulating in their academic lives. 

“I think that this fundamental 
controversy as to the philosophical 
bases of government and law is 
one of the most signifieant that 
confronts society. I think the 
proper solution of it contains the 
only practical hope of peace and 
order, and the improper solution 
constitutes an immediate threat of 
war and chaos.”

If you’re married, you’re married 
until either you or your husband 
dies. “What God hath joined to- 
gether, let no man put asunder.” 
That’s the first principle to hang 
on to. So whether you get a di- 
vorce or only a separation, you’re 
still married to the drinker until 
he dies. 

But the Bishop may grant per- 
mission for married people to live 
separately—as he probably would, 
in this case. In some cases, he may 
even allow a civil divorce for the 
purpose of settling details about 
support and property, but always 
with the understanding that the 
marriage still stands and the di- 
vorce is only a legal fiction. In 
other words, neither party is free 
to re-marry. 

If you should be thinking of a 
separation, you ought to consult 
your pastor. He will talk things 
over with you and clarify matters. 
It would be through him that you 
would go to the Bishop. That is, 
he would take care of the corres- 
pondence and present your case for 
you. 


It seems to me that ancient 
Stoicism had much in common with 
present-day Catholic teachings: the 
importance of will-power, the dig- 
nity of the individual, ete. What 
does the Church think of Stoicism? 

It is true, as you say, that there 
are some traces of truth in classi- 
cal Stoicism, as there are in most 
false systems of philosophy; but 
the defects of the system are so 
vital that they vitiate the whole 
thing. 

The Catholic Church, of course, 
could never endorse Stoicism, if 
only, for instance, because Stoicism 
recommends suicide as the way out 
of an otherwise (as they would 
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say) insuperable difficulty. It is 
notable that Cleanthes, Seneca, and 
Lucan, three of the chief exponents 
of this philosophy, committed sul- 
cide in accordance with their teach- 
ings. 

It was Stoic teaching, too, that 
the wise man is emancipated from 
all moral law. The Stoics identi- 
fied God with the world and taught 
that all things would finally be re- 
absorbed in God. The whole sys- 
tem, because of its inherent de- 
fects, finally deteriorated to a stage 
far below that of Epicureanism or 
the blind, pursuit of pleasure for 
the sake of pleasure.

“It looks as if man had better 
start harnessing the forces of the 
Spirit, the powers of Holy Writ, 
and the electrons of the Golden 
Rule and the Ten Commandments. 
The only ‘atomic bombs’ that will 
save mankind from: now on are to 
be found there. 

“A little ‘splitting’ of the rays 
of religion and a little ‘releasing 
of the energy’ of the Bible seem to 
be in order. If we would only 
spend sums like $2,000,000,000 to 
harness the forces of God’s teach- 
ings what a break it would be for 
the human race! 

“No uranium is needed as a me- 
dium for that. Just the medium of 
vital, crusading churches with the 
ablest, most forceful, most intelli- 
gent men in our citizenship aglow 
and aflame with the spirit of the 
prophets.” 

It was revealed at Nuernberg on 
January 19, 1946, that many of the 
henchmen of Hitler wanted the 
Bishop of Muenster, Count Clem- 
ens August von Galen, hung back 
in 1941, because he had openly at- 
tacked Nazism and defied its lead- 
ers. This Bishop was later ap- 
pointed Cardinal by Pope Pius XII. 

If the Bishop was not executed 
at that time, it was only because 
Goebbels feared an uprising of the 
entire population of Muenster and 
probably of all of Westphalia. 
Goebbels recommended that the 
opposition to Nazism by this Bish- 
op should be tolerated while the 
war was on, and that he should be 
put to death after a German vic- 
tory. 

Cardinal Faulhaber of Munich, 
would have been the victim of a 
purge if Hitler did not believe 
that his own cause would suffer 
from drastic action. In fact there 
was an occasion when the Gestapo 
called on the Cardinal threatening 
to arrest him. The Prelate agreed 
to surrender, but asked first to 
change his clothes. He then ap- 
peared before the Gestapo dressed 
in his Cardinal robes. They de- 
manded that he remove them and 
put on his civilian clothes again. 
But the Cardinal’s answer was: 
“No, you are not after Mr. Faul- 
haber; you are after Cardinal 
Faulhaber. That is why I have 
dressed like a Cardinal.” 

The Gestapo left his residence 


|and reported what happened to 


Hitler who, then, decided to toler- 
ate the opposition rather than ag- 
gravate it by dealing out deat 
to the eminent prelate. :

“On the other hand, respect for 
the rights of individual and the 
family does not prevent the exer- 
cise of authority, whether by the 
State or by the Church. ~The op- 
posite would mean anarchy, with 
its disastrous consequences for all. 

“Thedifficult point is to distin- 
guish between authority and au- 
thoritative excess. Here a per- 
sonal factor, that of temperament, 
intervenes. The father holds au- 
thority over his family, but he may 
abuse that authority, whether he 
be Catholic, Protestant, Jew, or 
atheist. The employer has au- 
thority over his employees but he 
may, abuse that authority, what- 
ever his religious faith. And thus 
it is with all persons entrusted 
with authority, whether in civil 
or religious matters. 


“That is nothing new. It is as 
old as haman nature. We must 
be ever on guard to correct or pre- 
vent authoritative excesses, but in 
a manner not to wreck authority., 
Of two evils we will choose the 
lesser. Between authoritative ex- 
cess and anarchy, which are two 
evils, the former is assuredly the 
one which of necessity must be 
chosen. 


“In judging current events let 
us distinguish clearly between the 
principles enunciated by a group 
on the one hand, and, on the other 
hand, the manner in which cer- 
tain individuals apply these prin- 
ciples. Let us learn to condemn 
the individual who abuses his 
rights, without condemning the 
group, which is really not respon- 
sible for the folly of the individual.

Spanish Republican, Tito, Group: 
From Russia Get Loudest Cheers 
At Prague Student Union Meeting

It was interesting to note that in 
the introductory speeches every 
one of the protagonists of the Left

this was an appeal to the highest 
source of all truth. The two were 
not angry nor argumentative; 
there was nothing but surprise, and 
pity for the questioner. 


The Congress Commission on 
Fascism consists of about 50 high- 
ly diversified people, speaking 
French, English, Spanish, Yugo- 
slav, Rumanian, Bulgarian, Alban- 
ian and other languages.

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f neaed DRYDEN, the celebrated English poet, critic and dramatist 

was born on August 9, 1631, in the small village of Oldwinkle 
All Saints, Northamptonshire. He received his early education at 
Westminster School in London, and later at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he received his degree in 1654. The first of his 
poetical efforts to be published was an encomium, “Stanzas on the 
Death of Cromwell,” in 1659. Two years later he produced his 
first play, The Duke of Guise, followed in 1663 by the unsuccessful 
The Wild Gallant. It was in 1663 that he married Lady Elizabeth 
Howard. The marriage was rumored to be unhappy, but some 
biographers believe that Lady Howard has been under-rated, and 
that she and Dryden were content with their union. 


The Indian Emperor brought acclaim to Dryden and placed 
him before the public eye. At this time the great London fire 
occurred, causing Dryden’s dramatic productions to come to a 
standstill; the result was the publication of what was probably 
the most carefully perfected of his writings, Annus Mirabilis, an 
historical account of events of the year 1666. The celebrated “Essay 
on Dramatic Poesy” appeared in 1668. Two years later Dryden 
was appointed Royal Historiographer and Poet Laureate.

Some days, if our fight has 
been sluggish, our spirit low, our 
resistance nothing, we succumb to 
the clever tactics of the enemy and 
we find we’ve been spiritually 
wounded. Or, perhaps though we 
have not ourselves yielded to the 
pressure of temptation, we have 
observed all about us friends of 
ours who have been caught off 
guard in their spiritual combat, 
and the all-round picture of sin, of 
disregard for God and God’s law 
has filled us with a sense of de- 
spair ... nothing is right, every- 
thing’s evil, the world is going to 
pot ... More than anything else, 
a retreat will restore our level- 
headedness, our sense of values, 
our trust in God, our spiritual 
progress.

SPORTSCASTING

Walter Patterson, a soccer enthusiast of Hawthorne, Calif., writes 
to say that if “I can’t show you that soccer is the greatest game in 
the world, then you don’t want to be shown.” Well, for two or three 
years, off and on, I was a regular attendant at soccer games around 
Pittsburgh, when the Morgans—I believe that was their name—made 
up one of the best teams in the country. Included in their lineup 
was Buff Donelli, who is better known now as a college and pro foot- 
ball coach than as a soccer player, but I believe he was rated as one 
of the best in America when he was playing the soccer version of 
football. . | 


Frankly, I wasn’t much interested in the game itself, but in 
the fights that usually took place during or after the game be- 
tween the players, or players and spectators. One of the best 
free-for-alls I’ve ever seen took place after a game near Pitts- 
burgh some 15 years ago when a group of angry fans cornered 
Buff Donelli, his brother and another fellow. Despite great sodds, 
those Donelli boys and their pals were more than holding their 
own when the gendarmes arrived on the scene and spoiled the 
fun for us peace loving spectators. 


But to get back to Mr. Patterson, and his attempts to make a 
*soccer fan out of me after all these years—and after Buff Donelli 
had failed. 

“When you state that soccer players are hardy souls, brother, 
you say something; but, then, it’s open to debate,” he writes. “I.ct’s 
take a doctor’s scalpel and dig underneath the skin, as it were. First 
off, contrast a soccer player’s outfit with our college fellows. The 
cost of an individual college player’s outfit would just about cover 
a whole soccer outfit of eleven players, so that’s one reason the big 
sports goods outfitters will never go to bat to give soccer a break, 

“And, again, if soccer ‘had all the frills such as stage and movie 
extravaganzes that go with our college football games, then it might 
go over.” 

Then, Mr. Patterson goes into the subject of Gaelic football, and 
offers to bet me that I’ve never seen a game. Unless he means the 
kind played by the Fighting Irish of Notre Dame, he wins. (That 
crack will bring me a flood of mail from Saginaw, Mich., which I 
won’t read because it’s just the same as the first postcard I ever re- 
ceived from the same source).’ ' 

Mr. Patterson says they play soccer football in Poland, and play 
it very well, and that a Russian team invaded England last fall and 
won three games, besides drawing one, and that an English team will 
play a return engagement in Russia this fall. Irish teams have played 
-in Lisbon and in Spain, Mr. Patterson continues, while English teams 
have played in Sweden, Norway and Denmark, and a crack team was 
beaten in France. 

“I’m asking a friend of mine, Gus Donoghue, who is a pro- 
fessor of history at the University of San Francisco,” continues 
Mr. Patterson’s letter, “and who, by the way, is a first class soccer 
player, to write you and give you his slant on soccer. The best 
soccer city in the United States is St. Louis, and the game owes 
its boost there to the late Father Dempsey, as most of the teams 
were from Catholic parishes, such as St. Rita and St. Teresa. 
I've been told they draw as many as 18,000 for Sunday doub'e 
headers. Away back in 1904 I recall Rube Waddell, the famous 
baseball pitcher, playing goal for a local team.” 

Of coirse, I have no quarrel with soccer or anyone who likas it. 
I simply don’t care for it. As I mentioned in speaking about Buff 
yDonelli and his team, I watchd them for two or three years, but 
couldn’t get excited about the game, so quit going. That was one of 
the best teams in the country, too.

from two other members of the 
American delegation that the Am- 
erican view was being falsified, that 
the Vatican’s policy was being pro- 
pagated, and the free peoples of 
Yugoslavia and Russia attacked. 


The meeting continued in this 
vein, and resumed after an inter- 
mission on the subject “How to 
Fight Fascism,” with the British, 
Egyptians, Rumanians, Hungar- 
ians, ‘Albanians, and Yugoslavs 
joining in. The British speech was 
the only positive one, a plea for 
the re-education of the Germans 
and the rehabilitation of the Ger- 
man universities. 


There are two British Catholic 
students here who were refused 
admission to the delegation from 
Britain because of the reddish hue 
of the National Union of Students. 
They have provided us with a good 
deal of advance information about 
the British delegation and particu- 
larly the main British member of 
the Congress preparatory commit- 
tee, Tom Madden, who, though 
possibly not a communist, is far 
to the Left and extremely am- 
bitious. 


We American Catholic delegates 
realize that there is a strong ef- 
fort to make the International Un- 
ion of Students a World Federation 
of Democratic Youth in the student 
field—and therefore a possible com- 
munist propaganda device. That 
raises the question: should we as- 
sist at the birth of this monster, 
and then by remaining within it 
attempt to change its chartered 
direction? Or should we, on the 
other hand, bring up the critical 
points and split the Congress, run- 
ning a risk at the same time of 
forming a Catholic opposition to 
international student cooperation? 

This is a big risk: if we stay out, 
it can always be alleged that we 
(a) sabotaged the organization, or 
(b) had our chance to help and re- 
fused, or (c) are not interested in 
the problems of students. If, on 
the other hand, we help bring this 
organization into being, it may be 
impossible to participate, difficult 
to get out, and discredit us dele- 
gates with U. S. Catholics. Be- 
lieve us, it is a dilemma.

‘nois, this 140-page booklet is 
svaracterined as an. explanation in 
simple language of how 2 age 
iem works in Russia & quarter 0 
a century after its seizure of 
power. Ranging a wide field of sub- 
| jects, the study reveals: 

That, regarding forced labor, 
“there can be no reasonable doubt 
that in the Soviet Union several 
million workers are employed under 
police discipline and receive only 
miserable keep for their labor. 

That “the 10,000 daily and week- 
ly newspapers in the Soviet Union 
(as in most of Europe and Asia) 
are party-controlled (or censored) 

apers receiving their news from 
Nase by radio or on mats flown by 
plane.” 

That “it is apparent that the U. 
SSR. intends to develop war 
power equal to the present might of 
the United States,” and that by 
1970 the Soviet Union’s 32,000,000 
men of military age “will almost 
equal the combined military-age 
manpower of the United States, 
Britain, France, Germany and 
Italy.” 

That in Russia education “is an 
instrument through which _ the 
Communist Party aims to achieve 
its purpose.” 

That living standards in Soviet 
Russia “remain far below those of 
the United States.” 


The study makes clear from 
documents that religious freedom is 
not intended to exist in Russia, 
‘Some persons have employed the 
language of these documents. at 
varlous times to create the impres- 
sion that it does exist, 


“One of the fundamental doc- 
trines of the Communist Party is 
atheism,” the study reports. “Karl 
Marx’s characterization of religion 
as an ‘opiate for the people’ was 
readily accepted by the Communist 
leaders who set about to destroy 
the church and stamp out religion. 
On January 23, 1918, the famous 
decree which separated the church 
from the state and the school from 
the church was published. This 
provision was also embodied in the 
constitution adopted by the Rus- 
sian Socialist Federated Soviet Re- 
public (R.S.F.S.R.) in July, 1918, 
and its revised edition of 1925, It 
stated: 

““For the purpose of securing 
real freedom of conscience for the 
workers, the Church is declared 
separate from the government and 
the schools from the church. But 
freedom for religious and antire- 
ligious propaganda is recognized 
for every citizen.’ ” 

“In 1929 another revision of the 
R.S.F.S.R. Constitution embodied a 
significant modification of the ar- 
ticke on religion. The provision 
freedom for religious and artire- 
ligious propaganda’, was replaced 
with ‘freedom in the exercise of re- 
ligious worship and freedom for 
antireligious propaganda for all 
citizens.’ In the 1936 Stalin Con- 
stitution of the U.S.S.R., which is 
still in force, article 124 reads vir- 
tually the same: 

“In order to ensure to citizens 
freedom of conscience, the church 
2 the U.S.S.R. is separated from 
the State, and the school from the 
church. Freedom of religious wor- 
ship and freedom of antireligious 
Propaganda is recognized for all 
citizens,’

provision would eliminate the pub- 
cation of all church literature, in- 

prayerbooks, church 
riodicals, and

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Soviet Government,” and herein 
lies the completion of the cycle. 


However, the report asserts that 
“the extent to which religious free- 
dom will be attained in the Soviet 
Union in the future is speculative.” 
“Notwithstanding the friendly rela- 
tions which now exist between the 
state and the churches,” it says, 
“the possibility of a more rigid 
attitude toward religion in - the 

stwar period cannot be over- 


ooked, The concessions that have | 


been granted have been “purely 
factual” and have not been enacted 
by legislation. 

“Although most_observers do not 
anticipate the- resumption of the 
‘grand style persecution,’ some do 
express considerable skepticism as 
to the security of the privileges re- 
cently granted. That the basic po- 
sition of the Communist Party to- 
ward religion has not changed is 
revealed in the following statement 
by Kalinin, President of the Prae- 
sidium of the Supreme Council on 
the Union: 

“Since religion still grips con- 
siderable sections of the population 
and some people are deep religious, 
we cannot combat it by ridicule. Of 
course, if some young people find it 
amusing it is not so terrible. But 
we must not allow it to develop.into 
mockery.”

Danish Bishop Looks 
To U. S. For Leadership 
In Securing Just Peace 


New York, Sept. 9—(NC)—The 
responsibility of the United States 
to assume world leadership in the 
establishment of a just and lasting 
peace was emphasized by Bishop 
John Theodor Suhr, 0.S.B., Vicar 
Apostolic of Denmark, in a con- 
fenence with Max H. Sorensen of 
Philadelphia, national commander 
of the Catholic War Veterans, at 
the Bishop’s residence in Copen- 
hagen. This was related by the 
CWV head upon his return here 
from a 15,000-mile tour of Europe 
to make a first hand study of post- 
war conditions there. 

“We look to America, and we are 
happy that the United States does 
not tend toward isolation,” Bishop 
Suhr said. “It is most important 
that the world be united. The 
United States should know exactly 
what is going on in al] countries, 
and assert her leadership by es- 
tablishing a program that can be 
followed by all other nations in 
framing a peace, which is just and 
lasting.”
